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(ii) "No person above the age of fifteen years shall enter into a protected monument 
or part thereof - 

(iii) in rule 6, the following 53 monuments in part II of the second schedule, may be 
specified to the rules except on payment of fee 

(i) citizens of India ........... Rs.5/-per head; 

(ii) others ........... US $ 5 or equivalent 

in Indian Rupees per head 

(iv) for the second schedule the following schedule shall be specified.

G.S.R. 800(E). _111 exercise of the power conferred by section 38 of the Ancient Monuments and 

Archaeolo'^cal Sites and Remains Act, 1958 (24 of 1958), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Ancient Monuments and Archaeological Sites 
and Remains Rules, 1959, namely 

RULES 

1 (i) These rules may be called the Ancient Monuments and Archaeological Sites and 

Remains (Amendment) Rules, 2000. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the 28th day of October, 2000. 

2. In the Ancient Monuments and Archaeological Sites and Remains Rules, 1959,:- 

(i) in rule 4, for the words "any specified part of a protected monument", the words 
"any protected monument or any specified part thereor shall be substituted; 

(ii) in rule 6(a), after the words, add "except on payment as follows":- 

(i) citizens of India _ Rs.10 /- per head; 

(ii) others US $ 10 or equivalent 

in Indian Rnpees per head 

(iii) in rule 6 (b), specified as category (b) monuments in part n of the second 
schedule except on payment of a fee of Rs. 2/- may be substituted as under:- 

(i) citizens of India _ Rs. 5/-per head; 

(ii) others _ US $ 5 or equivalent 

in Indian Rupees per head
